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THE EMBODIMENTS OF THE INVENTION IN WHICH AN EXCLUSIVE 
PROPERTY OR PRIVILEGE IS CLAIMED ARE DEFINED AS FOLLOWS: 

5 1. A feller buncher, comprising: 

an elongate support having an axis, a first side, a 
second side, a first end and a second end; 

a first tree receiving cavity positioned along the first 
side of the support; 
10 a second tree receiving cavity positioned along the 

second side of the support; 

a circular saw positioned at the second end of the 
support, the plane of the saw being transverse to the axis of 
the vertical, support; and 
15 movable grapple arms positioned on each of the first 

side and the second side of the support above the circular 
saw, the grapple arms being adapted to hold trees while they 
are being felled, and ; jhen::mainjtain, bunches, of felled trees. ... in. . 
each of the first tree receiving cavity and the second tree 
2 0 receiving cavity. 

2. The feller buncher as defined in Claim 1, wherein a rigid 
horn is centrally positioned between the first tree receiving 
cavity and the second tree receiving cavity adjacent to the 
2 5 second end of the support, the rigid horn projecting - 
outwardly from the support.
